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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of species I of Figure 1 including claims 1-4, 6- 
8, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20 and 21 in the reply filed on 2/22/2006 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that all species of restricted claims are properly presented 
in the same application; undue diverse searching would not be required; and all claims 
should be examined together. This is not found persuasive because each species, 
each different embodiments, is independently and patentably distinct; and therefore 
there must be serious burden on the examiner. 

Moreover, claim 8 recites "a screw mechanism arranged between the support 
element and the reflector", and claim 16 recites "an elongated shape with substantially 
parabolic cross-section, the cross-section of the reflector varying along a length of the 
reflector", which have not shown in the figure 1 . Therefore, claims 8 and 16 are 
withdrawn from consideration. 

In view of above, claims 1-4, 6, 7, 14, 17, 19, 20 and 21 are consideration. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 , 17, 19 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 , "at least one light-emitting diode" in line 5 should be change to -the/said 

at least one light emitting diode--. 
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Claim 17, "1" in line 2 should be change to -one--. 

Claim 19, "a light-emitting diode" in line 3 should be change to -the/said light 
emitting diode-. 

Claim 20, "a light-emitting diode" in line 5 should be change to -the/said light 
emitting diode-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1,14 and 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Klose [US 6,648,490]. 

Regarding claims 1 and 17-21 Klose discloses a lighting device having a housing 
[10], a reflector [11] mounted within the housing [10], a LED [L] mounted in front of the 
front side of the reflector [11], a supporting element [26, 16, R] for support the LED, a 



protective lens [25] attached to the housing [10], and a focusing portion [28] enabled to 
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adjust a relative position of the LED and the reflector [11] (figures 1-4, abstract, column 
4 lines 44-65, column 5 lines 1-50, column 6 lines 8-25). 

Regarding claim 14, Klose discloses a parabolic reflector [11] (column 2 line 45). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klose [US 6,648,490]. 

Regarding claims 2-4, Klose discloses a supporting element [16; 26, R] (figures 
1-4), but does not disclose the supporting element being manufactured from the 
transparent, resilient, or metal material. 

Since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select 
a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of 
obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use transparent, resilient, or metal materials for manufacturing 
the support element as taught by Klose for purpose of providing an advantageous way 
of emitting directly light outside a lighting device or making the supporting element 
harder to break. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claim 6, the focusing portion comprises a linear actuator mounted in the 
protective filter or lens and substantially normal to surface thereof as claimed. 
Claim 7 is dependent on claim 6. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chen [US 6,733,156] discloses a LED in front of a reflector.
